Winter carnival marks K-State's 150th birthday

This year marks K-State's 150th, 
and one of the ways that campus 
leaders have decided to celebrate 
is the Winter Expo and Activities 
Carnival, hosted by the Union 
Program Council in the K-State 
Student Union on Thursday night. 

"We were trying to go with the 
sesquicentennial theme for our 
winter activities carnival," said 
Kaitlin Shea, community co-chair 
for UPC and senior in public re- 
lations. "We use this as a way for 
early promotion for our other 
events this semester, as well as tie 
it into the events of the campus as 
a whole for K-State's sesquicen- 
tennial." 

As a part of the birthday party 
theme, UPC decorated the K-State 
Student Union Courtyard with 
banners, streamers and balloons. 
UPC also brought in attractions 
and organized activities for stu- 
dents to enjoy, like a photo booth, 
spray-on tattoos, free massages 
and a balloon man. But the treat 
that everyone seemed to enjoy 
was the mass of cupcakes given 
away to celebrate K-States "birth- 
day." 

"There are a lot of students and 
student organizations here," said 
Kyle Reynolds, community co- 
chair of UPC and senior in public 
relations. "We had a total of 750 
cupcakes when this event start- 
ed. They were probably all gone 
within the first hour of the event." 

Reynolds said one of the big- 
gest challenges the community 
committee of UPC faced with this 
event was the five-week break 
between the fall 2012 and spring 
2013 semesters. He said the com- 
mittee had to complete all of the 
planning for the expo before finals 
week of the fall semester in order 
for the event to succeed. Com- 
mittee members scattered across 
Kansas during the break, so they 
had to make sure the planning 
and execution of the event were 
spot-on.

Four teams 
in action this 
weekend

The K-State track and field 
team kickstarted the weekend's 
sporting events Thursday when 
the Wildcats traveled to Ames, 
Iowa, to participate in the Bill 
Bergan Invitational. 

The three-day meet is large 
and competitive, pitting K-State's 
No. 16-ranked men against No. 
8 Minnesota, No. 10 Wisconsin 
and No. 24 University of Tex- 
as-Arlington. 

Meanwhile, the Wildcats' 
women's team, ranked No. 35, 
faces No. 9 Iowa State and No. 18 
Wisconsin. Both teams swept the 
field at last week's Wildcat Invita- 
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Shalee Lehning continuing K-State legacy, this time as coach

As Alexander Graham Bell 
once said, "When one door 
closes, another opens; but we 
often look so long and so regret- 
fully upon the closed door that 
we do not see the one which has 
opened for us." That might be 
true for some, but definitely not 
Shalee Lehning, assistant coach 
for K-State's women's basketball 
team and former player. 

After graduating from K-State, 
setting several university and 
Big 12 Conference records and 
seeing her jersey hung in the 
rafters, it was on to the WNBA to 
continue her career. 

Drafted 25th by the Atlanta 
Dream in 2009, Lehning was 
able to join a team that was 
ready to contend for champion- 
ships. In her rookie season, Leh- 
ning started 20 out of 34 games 
and led the Dream with 3.7 as- 
sists per game. 



Her first off-season was a big 
one — on Jan. 26, 2010, she was 
added to the K-State coaching 
staff. K-State head coach Deb 
Patterson said getting Lehning 
was a must for her team. 

'Anytime you can add some- 
one like Lehning to your staff, 
you do it," Patterson said. "Ev- 
erything she accomplished here 
as a player — she epitomizes 
our program. She can still play a 
little bit as well, so she gives our 
players a challenge in practice, 
besides her knowledge of the 
game." 

After her stellar rookie 
season, the Atlanta Dream felt 
that Lehning was a key member 
of the team and decided to vote 
her a co-captain. Dream head 
coach Fred Williams, who was 
an assistant at the time, said the 
team made the right call. 

"Being a captain is more 
than just the way you play on 
the court," Williams said. "She 
was very good on the court, but 



her personality off was equally 
as impressive. Shalee is one of 
those people that you just flock 
to and want to hang out with. On 
road trips or in spare time, she 
was always drawing a crowd. 
You just want to hang out with 
her." 

Lehning proved the team 
right, starting all 33 games. She 
once again lead the team with 
4.8 assists and helped guide the

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Abstinence-only programs should cover masturbation 




I was debating with 
a friend recently on the 
subject of sex education 
in schools. I believe that 
educating kids about 
sex thoroughly and early 
enough (i.e. before they 
start getting knocked up) is 
very important. My friend 
believes in abstinence-only 
education and does not be- 
lieve in sex before marriage. 
As you can imagine, this can 
make for some very interest- 
ing and sometimes heated 
debates, but my friend is a 
very eloquent speaker and 
presented an opposing 
argument very well. To my 
friends surprise, I conceded 
— sort of. 

I agreed with my friend 
that abstinence-only 
education programs could 
work, but only if students 
are educated about mas- 
turbation. My friend acted 
more appalled at the idea 
of masturbation than at the 
idea of premarital sex. I was 
not surprised. Despite the 
fact that we live in a highly 
sexual nation, where sex 
ideas and images are bom- 
barding us on TV and other 
forms of media all the time, 
we still have very strange 
ideas about sex. The fact that 
we should be ashamed of 
our own bodies is present- 
ed to us in many different 
forms, and I find this idea 
preposterous. 

I saw an episode of "Top 
Gear" on BBC that had 
Patrick Stewart as the guest, 
and he told a charming 
story about his first time in 
a Jaguar that involved a very 
lucky lady and some "heavy 
petting." This is a term that 
is familiar to people my 
parents' age, but is not really 
used anymore. 

For those of you who 
don't know, heavy pet- 
ting is basically mutual 
masturbation. It involves 
everything except the actual 
act of intercourse. This 
seems to have fallen out 
of style in recent years. We 
seem to have the idea that 
intercourse is the only real 
option we have. Again, I 
think this is preposterous. 
Whether you're doing it with 
a partner or solo, mastur- 
bation should always be an 
option and is arguably the 
best option to satisfy one's 
natural urges. 

Looking at it from strictly 
a scientific point of view, 
masturbation should be 



practiced by everyone be- 
cause of the health benefits 
it provides. A Dec. 29, 20 1 1, 
Men's Health News article 
cites numerous studies con- 
ducted by doctors showing 
that masturbation helps pre- 
vent prostate cancer, regu- 
late hormone levels, reduce 
stress and even strengthen 
the immune system. 

Women benefit from 
masturbation, too. Accord- 
ing to WebMD, it helps 
regulate hormone levels 
and improves mood, just 
like it does for men. It also 
helps manage pain, which is 
beneficial for women who 
experience cramping during 
PMS or suffer from chronic 
migraines. 

For those of you who 
have been told that mastur- 
bation ruins your sex life, 
this is completely untrue. 
For men, regular masturba- 
tion can prevent and allevi- 
ate erectile dysfunction and 
can help them last longer 
during sex. For women, it 
can help them understand 
their bodies and what feels 
good to them, which may 
help them enjoy themselves 
more when they are with a 
partner. 

What are the negative 
effects of masturbation on 
your health? There are none. 
From a scientific point of 
view, you'd be crazy not to 
masturbate. 

Now that we have the sci- 
entific aspect out of the way, 
let's talk about the moral im- 
plications of masturbation. 
My friend argued that mas- 
turbation is wrong because 
the Bible says so. Does it say 
that? For answers, I turned 
to another friend of mine, 
Pastor Jonathan Haney of 
Manhattan Reformed Pres- 
byterian Fellowship. 

Haney said there are no 
passages in the Bible that 
specifically say that mastur- 
bation is bad or sinful. There 
are, however, passages that 
put masturbation into that 
gray area where it could 
potentially be immoral, 
specifically Matthew 5:27- 
28: "You have heard that it 
was said, 'YOU SHALL NOT 
COMMIT ADULTERY' but 
I say to you that everyone 
who looks at a woman with 
lust for her has already com- 
mitted adultery with her in 
his heart." 

This confused me a 
little, because by definition 
"adultery" is where one or 
both of the parties involved 
is married. If someone is 
unmarried and the source 
of his or her sexual fantasy is 
unmarried, this is techni- 
cally not "adultery." Haney 
agreed that this is technical- 
ly correct, but added, "Jesus 
says the lustful thought 
still breaks the command- 




ment — we are not proved 
innocent of sin based upon 
loopholes." 

Haney also pointed out 
that the health benefits of 
masturbation can also be 
achieved through a healthy 
marriage and referred me 
to I Corinthians 7:9, which 
states, "If they do not have 
self-control, let them marry; 
for it is better to marry than 
to burn with passion." 

Those of you who argue 
for abstinence-only edu- 
cation are likely doing so 



because of your religious 
beliefs. While the Bible does 
argue that adultery and 
lust are bad things, it does 
not specifically say that 
touching yourself is bad: the 
intentions behind the act 
are what matter. 

I would argue that 
masturbation is still the 
best option for those who 
wish to save themselves 
for marriage and promote 
abstinence-only education 
in schools. As someone 
who unashamedly practices 



masturbation, I would also 
point out that sex — wheth- 
er it's by yourself or with a 
partner — is all in the mind. 
You don't necessarily have 
to fantasize about anything 
or anybody in particular to 
achieve orgasm. The Bible 
has absolutely nothing to 
say about that. 

I still believe educating 
kids about sex thoroughly 
and at a young age is of the 
utmost importance, but 
there are other options and 
it is important that what-

ever your stance is on the 
subject, you keep an open 
mind to all options available. 
Frankly, whether or not a 
school chooses to promote 
safer sex or promote absti- 
nence, I believe masturba- 
tion should be a subject on 
which everyone should be 
educated. Your body is noth- 
ing to be ashamed of.

Awards shows are a popular arena 
for comedians to unleash their witty 
jabs at public figures with little con- 
sequence.

It has been called electronic

Despite the sites time-wasting 
potential, many users believe that

With Pinterest, users can create 
their own categories, such as style, 
recipes or humor, and save photos 
and websites to these respective 
"boards." This ensures that all desired 
information has its own place and 
can be easily tracked down for future 
reference. 

As with every technological 
fad, Pinterest has developed a few 
interesting trends of its own. Perhaps 
one of the best-known stereotypes 
attached to the site is that many 
users are women who utilize Pinter- 
est as an electronic wedding planner. 
Many Pinterest users dedicate their 
boards to the dreamiest dresses, 
color schemes and decor inspiration, 
and the site even has its own wed- 
ding database that users can search 
exclusively for the perfect pins to 
help their special day come to life. 

But here's the catch: while some 
of these individuals are indeed plan- 
ning to exchange vows, many aren't 
even engaged yet.

K-State alum Shelby Staab 
admitted that she does, in fact, have 
her own pre-engagement wedding 
board. Staab said she feels that as a 
group, women in particular receive 
undue flack for having these collec- 
tions.

For Staab, Pinterst is simply put- 
ting age-old practices out in the open 
and in one spot on the Internet.

Users can also create a 
custom "web" that dictates how 
the presentation will progress. 
A click of the mouse moves the 
presentation to the next item.

The 
colors, fonts and layouts can be modified 
to create a custom look. It's free, and it 
doesn't even require a login, making 
it fast and easy to use. Users can then 
share or print their completed wordles. 
According to the website, you can "put 
it on your book cover, your T-shirt, your 
campaign poster, what have you. You 
may get rich off it." 

5. Study Blue 
studyblue.com 

Study Blue allows users to make 
digital flash cards accessible from many 
devices, including the iPad, iPod, iPhone 
and Android devices. As the website 
says, "Study on the bus or in line for a 
taco. Free mobile apps mean instant 
access to every note or flashcard you 
need. If you've got two minutes, you've 
got time to review your study materials." 
Users can share their flashcards with 
classmates or upload notes to share. 
Forget to study? Set an alarm, and Study 
Blue will remind you with a text message 
and a direct link to the study materials. 

Move beyond basic presentations and 
finish your projects in style with these 
multimedia presentations programs. 
With so many templates and so much 
freedom, each platform offers practically 
endless options for topics, content and 
end products. Get plugged in, and you no 
longer have an excuse C'My dog ate my 
iPhone?") not to ace tests, and to com- 
plete projects with flare and ease.

Carnival attracts many different 
types of student groups and initia- 
tives.

"We have the money vault here," 
said Jodi Kaus, director of Powercat 
Financial Counseling. "The way stu- 
dents have the opportunity to enter 
the money vault is to check out our 
new program, SALT." 

SALT, a new, free online program 
offered through PFC, offers students 
financial help in multiple areas relat- 
ing to college. SALT helps students 
manage student loans, talk to experts 
about loans, seek jobs and intern- 
ships, search for scholarships and 
find out how to learn about credit 
and managing money. Kaus said the 
program attracted a lot of attention 
from students.

Dream to an Eastern Conference championship 
before falling in the WNBA finals. Lehning said it 
was a true honor to be named a captain in only her 
second season. 

"It was awesome to be named captain, it was an 
honor," Lehning said. "I am more of a leader in the 
fact that I lead by example. I go out and do my job the 
way I know how to and make sure that I am doing 
everything in my power to help the team. It showed 
the team had faith in me." 

On July 3, 2011, Lehning tore her ACL in a game 
against the Connecticut Sun, ending her season and 
landing her in surgery to repair the injury. On Jan. 3 1, 
2012, complications from the surgery forced Leh- 
ning to make the decision to retire from the game 
she loved, a decision that she said was the hardest of 
her life. 

"It was by far the toughest decision that I have ever 
had to make," Lehning said. "Basketball is the sport 
that I absolutely love, but God had a plan for me and 
I followed it. I still get to practice against the team all 
the time, so it is not like I have hung up the shoes. 
It was hard at first, but I love coaching and it is my 
future." 

According to Williams, Lehnings passion for the 
game of basketball as a player will drive her to suc- 
ceed as a coach. 

"Shalee truly loves the game of basketball," Wil- 
liams said. "Whether it was playing or just talking 
basketball, it is her life. I have absolutely no doubt 
that she will continue to improve as a coach and 
become an outstanding coach in the future. She just 
loves basketball too much not to succeed." 

Lehnings career path has taken a few unexpect- 
ed turns, but rather than let the injury define her, 
she took the challenge head-on. Lehning is now an 
instrumental part of the K-State women's basketball 
team — for a second time.
